In fact, the American idea of news ia 


unknown, and whatever news appears in 
.he papers is of ICAS importance than tho 
wlitical wisdom which fills the editorial 
columns, and from which the papers are 
opposed to he published. 
There arc 


burteen daily newspapers iu the city, 
and not one of them ever receives'a 
special dispatch—many of them do not 
take the trouble to publish the dis- 
)atchcs which are sent to them; some- 
imes several days pass without a siu- 
;le word from foreign lands, and when 
he dispatches come all those which 
:ome 
over the cable are addressed not to 


.he newspaper which publishes them, 
>ut to Don Ramon Guzman, the Presi- 
dent of the cable company. 


On one occasion I called at a uewspa- 


>er office to make a change in an article 
: had left for insertion in the next morn- 
ug's issue. I called at 4 in the after- 
noon, and found two stout boys working 
sfl the edition on a cylinder hand 
>ress. I asked them why they did not 
deliver the paper the same day it was 
irintcd, and they told me that if I pre- 
erred I could get my paper in the even- 
ng. Now I have three of my morning 
tapers delivered the evening before, and 
hey seem to have pretty much the same 
news as the nest morning's papers, as 
veil aa the same advertisements of last 
month's steamers. 


This is the land of contrasts in evcry- 
hiiig, and if the newspapers here are 
•acant aa far as news is concerned, they 
are a great success from the able edito- 
•ial point of yiew. Their editors are 
icholars, poets, wits, duelists, men of the 
vorld, and nearly all of them. Congress- 
men. 
There ia a natural fluency in the 


•ace aud a tendency to politics, which ac- 
counts for the number of papers, each 
me of which has a half dozen editors and 
10 reporter. It must be confessed that 
hey write well and think clearly, aud 
ill that, but I have an idea that if there 
were less editorial intellect and more re- 
lortorial legs that even in Mexico a 
nornin^ newspaper would not worked 
ts edition on a hand press the evening 
wfore. 


Mexican Indolence,

The nidft contemptible, cowardly and 


malicious sort of devil society has to 
contend with is the writer of anonymous 
letteis. Compared with such, the thug, 
hired bravo or assassin, who lingers in 
the shades of night to wreak revenge 
upon some unsuspecting victim of his 
employer for pay, h not wholly an un- 
lovable creature. He, at least, risks his 
life of arrest aud imprisonment for a 
definite object—cash. 
For money he 


consents to beat, bruise, maim or kill 
anybody, the amount of money being 
proportionate to the risk. It is purely a 
matter of business with such a man. 
It 


is true this has always been deemed a 
detestable business. So is that of the 
professional burglar. 
Yet the hired 


thug and burglar are as members of the 
social fabric less detestable and less to be 
feared than the anonymous letter writer. 


It is a principle that the offense is 


more dangerous to the body poiujc in 
proportion aa H is impossible to guard 
against it. For this reason horse-steal- 
ing iu thinly settled communities is 
puuMied with death. The crime agaiobt 
society committed by the anonymous 
writer is one of those which assail so- 
ciety at its most unprotected points 


Anybody who can use a pen or pencil 


>r types can &tab individual or whole 
communities at pleasure. There is a cer- 
:am restraint imposed upon the types by 
ibel laws and by self interest of pub- 
islicrs, and this restraint protects m a 
great measure the public at large. There 
s no protection for the individual as- 
ailed by personal letters. Herein lies a 
pncentration of all the littleness, hypoc- 
isy, deceit, cunning, cowardice, malice 
uitred, jealousy,which go to make up the 
•vorst side of human nature. 


The anonymous letter-writer, of what- 
ver sex or station, belongs to the basest 
f humanity. No matter for what pur- 
pose the communication, whether for 
black-mail or "pure cnssedness," or pre- 
tension of benefits to somebody, the un- 
derlying principle of meanness is the 
same. No person probably ever wrote 
such a letter without having a genuine 
contempt for himself, and this is the con- 
tempt of all mankind. Yet it must not 
be presumed that every anonymous let- 
ter writer is newcsanly a scoundrel 01 
thief. On the contrary, I have known 
some very excellent members of society 
who pa-» for gentlemen and ladies who 
have at times indulged in this vile busi- 
ness. 
The sentiment* which actuate 


these are the same a* those whith govern 
the worst of their class. In one case we 
call it by some nice word, like klep- 
tomania, in the other theft. 


The anonymous letter writer com- 


prises a variety of people. They are all 
sneaks. There is a well meaning, Phar- 
i-aical kind who are continually med- 
dling with other people's busiuess. Thev 
content themselves with "warning" some 
dear friend of n false wife or husband, 
uul planting the bliarp thorn of. suspi- 
cion in the hearts of those they most af- 
:ect to love. These are they who wreck 
homes and separate families and stir up 
lomeotic strife. 
_There is another kind who attempt to 
via aflectioiH by exciting hatred toward 
rivals.

\\ritcrs could live, as at the contents of 
the anonymous communications. 
The 


malicious letter writer docs not content 
himself, however, with trying to wreak 
personal vengeance by newspaper, but 
often 
makes himself grievously felt 


.through private individuals. There is 
still another sort who write with another 
purpose, that of gain. These we style 
black-raiiilcrs. 
Their operations are 


wicked enough, but not more so than 
those who use tbe same means to gratify 
malice. 


If the public could but realize the ex- 


tent to which this cowardly means of 
private defamation is indulged iu the 
highest circles of society in this city it 
would shrink with amazement. There 
are probably meaner and more con- 
temptible people in politics than in any 
other single trade. 
The evidences of 


this are to be found at the White House, 
at the State Department, at the Treasury 
—in short, at every department and in 
every bureau therein. The President is 
probably the recipient of more anony- 
mous communications than any officer of 
the government. These are mostly well 
written letters, showing that education 
and respectability often go hand m hand 
with vicious and mean natures. They 
are assaults on private? character, in- 
sinuating letters on public officials, mys- 
terious hiuts of scandals, and combine 
all that is unworthy of manhood and dis- 
graceful to womanhood. 
They flood 


every government official of rank and 
power as they do newspaper offices. It 
is painfully evident that mogt of them 
come from subordinates. Men and wom- 
en of all grades in public employ are 
thus engaged in undermining those 
above them, pulling down others so they 
may find advancement, and stabbing 
each other in the dark. The victinmit 
these base wiles fall without knowing 
who dealt the blow. It may have come 
from the hand that pressed theirs the 
warmest. And when men fall this way, 
be they never so deserving of their fate, 
they are the moral superiors of thoso 
who thus deal the death-blow.

If lie saya 
this is a free country, they reply it is as 
free for the corporation as for the indi- 
vidual. That Standard Oil Company is 
like twenty Egyptian pyiamids in a 
bunch, each with a Pharaoh on it. It is 
the most gigantic combination on the 
face of the earth, and it is not a whit 
better because one of the best men in it 
is a member of a leading Baptist church 
in Brooklyn. 


There are five or ten HK-II who control 


10,000 miles of railroad in the lines of 
travel and transportation, and so have 
billions upon billions of property undef 
their authority, and a clutch on the ver} 
throat of commerce. If need should 
come for a president who would favor the 
railroad monopolies, it would take only 
five pocket* to put any man in the 
Executive Chair.

Calculatois, 
reasoncrs, philosophers and orators are 
developing among them. It is full of 
future benefit, and the evils tire mere 
trifle'

The- must contemptible, cowardly and 


malicious sort of devil society has to 
contend with is the writer of anonymous 
letters. Compared with such, the thug, 
hired bravo or assassin, who lingers in 


! the shades of night to wreak revenge 


upon some unsuspecting victim of his 
employer for pay, is not wholly an un- 
lovable creature. He, at least, risks his 
life of arrest and imprisonment for a 
definite object—cash. 
For money he 


consents to beat, bruise, maim or kill 
anybody, the amount of money being 
proportionate to the risk. It is purely a 
matter of business with such a man. 
It 


is true this has always been deemed a 
detestable business. So is that of the 
professional burglar. 
Yet the hired 


thug and burglar sre as members of the 
social fabric less detestable and less to be 
feared than the auonymous letter writer. 


It is a principle that the offense is 


more dangerous to the body politic in 
proportion as H is impossible to guard 
against it. For this reason horso-steal- 
ing in thinly settled communities is 
punished with death. The crime against 
society committed by the anonymous 
writer is one of those which assail so- 
ciety at its most unprotected points. 


Anybody who can use a pen or pencil 


or types can stab individual or whole 
communities at pleasure. There is a cer- 
tain restraint imposed upon the types by 
libel laws and by self interest of pub- 
lishers, and this restraint protects in a 
great measure the public at large. There 
is no protection for the individual as- 
sailed by personal letters. Herein lies a 
concentration of all the littleness, hypoc- 
risy, deceit, cunning, cowardice, malice 
hatred, jealousy,which go to make up the 
worst side of human nature. 


The anonymous letter-writer, of what- 


ever sex or station, belongs to the basest 
of humanity. No matter for what pur- 
pose the communication, whether for 
black-mail or "pure cussedness," or pre- 
tension of benefits to somebody, the un- 
derlying principle of meanness is the 
same. No person probably ever wrote 
such a letter without having a genuine 
contempt for himself, and this is the con- 
tempt of all mankind. Yet it must not 
be presumed that every anonymous let- 
ter writer is necessarily a scoundrel 01 
thief. On the contrary, I have known 
some very excellent members of society 
who pais far gentlemen and ladies who 
have at times indulged in this vile busi- 
ness. 
The sentiments which actuate 


these are the same as those which govern 
the worst of their class. In one case we 
call it by some nice word, like klep- 
tomania, in the other theft.

stands like a vicious devil almost con- 
stantly behind the editorial chair. There 
fs a standing rule of every well-regulated 
paper that anonymous communications 
will not be published. It is a rule which 
jught to convey a moral, but it is fre- 
quently disregarded. On the contrary, 
all sorts df notes and accusalioua'and 
libellous letters are dropped into the 
editorial waste baskets all over the coun- 
try every day. 


The character of some of these would 


a>tonish the outside world, as much at 
| the knowledge that such 
despicable 


j writers could live, as at the contents of 


the auonymous communications. 
Tlie 


malicious letter writer does not content 
himself, however, with trying to wreak 
personal vengeance by newspaper, but 
often 
makes himself grievously felt 


.through private individuals. There is 
still another sort who write with another 
purpose, that of gain. These we style 
black-mailers. 
Their operations are 


wicked enough, but not more so thau 
those who use the same means to gratify 
malice. 


If the public could but realize the ex- 


tent to which this cowardly means of 
private defamation is indulged in the 
highest circles of society in this city it 
would shrink with amazement. There 
are probably meaner and more con- 
temptible people in politics than in any 
other single trade. 
The evidences of 


this are to be found at the White House, 
at the State Department, at the Treasury 
—in short, at every department and in 
every bureau therein. The President is 
probably the recipient of more anony- 
mous communications than any officer of 
the government. These are mostly well 
written letters, showing that education 
and respectability often go band m hand 
with vicious and mean natures. They 
are assaults on private character, in- 
sinuating letters on public officials, mys- 
terious hints of scandals, and combine 
all that is unworthy of manhood and dis- 
graceful to womanhood. They flood 
every government official of rank and 
power as they do newspaper offices. 
It 


is painfully evident that most of them 
come from subordinates. Men and wom- 
en of all grades in public employ are 
thus engaged in undermining those 
above them, pulling down others so they 
may find advancement, and stabbing 
each other in the dark. The victims*of 
these base wiles fall without knowing 
who dealt the blow. It may have come 
from the hand that pressed theirs the 
warmest. And when men fall this way, 
be they never so deserving of their fate, 
they are the moral superiors of those 
who thus deal the death-blow.
